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Note and Comment. 


It cannot be said that the Calgary 
newspapers have taken the decision 
of the capital question with as 
good grace as did the city’s cham- 
pions in the legislature. 

“This is the final act,’’ says the 
Albertan, ‘‘in a long list of political 
manipulations which have not been 
creditable to any of those concerned 
in them. ‘The deplorable part in 
the proceedings which culminated 
in Calgary being robbed of its just 
rights is not the fact that we lost, 
but that the methods used to defeat 
us were base and unworthy.”’ 

The Herald says the city was 
beaten with loaded dice It is easy 
to understand the latter paper's 
reference in view of its political 
affiliations. But how the Albertan 
can continue to support the party 
against the leaders of which it 
makes these charges is difficult to 
understand. Does It believe that 
Mr. Marcellus and Mr. Simpson, 
both of whom are’ prominent 
Liberals of its immediate district, 
were parties to" ‘‘ base and un- 
worthy’’ methods? If so, it surely 
will not be found championing 
their cause at the next election, 
Sir Wilfred Laurier and Hon, 
Frank Oliver also .contributed to 
the selection of Edmonton as the 
capital of the province. But the 
chances are that the Albertan will 
continue to sound their praises as 
of yore. It merely makes itself 
ridiculous by using the language 
that we have quoted. Edmonton 
won out in a fair and square fight. 
No one who knows Mr. Finlay, 
Mr. Marcellus or Mr. Simpson will 
for a moment credit the charge 
that they were susceptible to im- 
proper influences, and with these 
three southern members supporting 
FEdimonton; it made no difference 
what the provisional arrangements 


made at Ottawa, to which the 
Calgary papers, took objection, 
were. 

The debate in the House of 


Commons which followed the re- 
solution of Mr. McIntyre of South 
Perth, calling for Senate reform, 
will serve a useful purpose in 
keeping the question before the 
country. Sir Wilfred Laurier gave 
little encouragement that his ad- 
wiinistration would make any move 
in that direction, If there were to 
be any change, he said, he would 
favor the election of senators by 
the provincial legislatures. This 
would undoubtedly be an improve- 
ment, but the half-hearted way in 
which the premier put forth the 
proposition must have proven very 
disappointing to the few who still 
pin their faith to the Liberal plat- 
form of 1808. 

Mr. Frank Walker's announce- 
nent to the House on Wednesday 
that arrangements are being com- 
pleted for the establishment of an 
elk park in the Beaver hills to the 
northeast of Edmonton has aroused 
much interest. ‘There are about 
one hundred elk, almost the last 
in this part of the west, now din 
that locality and the Dominion 


Government has offered to build a 
fence to cost $12,000 around the 


tract of timber where they now 
are Mr, Walker accordingly in- 
troduced an amendment to the 
game laws prohibiting the shooting 
of game in the preserve, which in- 
cludes sixteen sections in Town- 
ship 54, Range 20, and Township 
54, Range 19. ‘The fence will be 
sixteen miles long and ten feet 
high. Those responsible for the 
move are to be warmly congratu- 
lated. ‘The new park should add 
much to the attractiveness of the 
province. Another amendment to 
the game laws, for which Fletcher 
Bredin, member for Athabasca, is 
responsible, makes the game. laws, 
except in respect to elk, buffalo 
and beaver inapplicable north af 
the 55th latitude The people in 
that country are dependent on 
hunting for their livelihood and it 
was rightly considered that noth- 
ing should be placed in the way of 
their indulging in their hereditary 
privilege. 

The legislature has refused to 
allow. the clause in the Edmonton 
charter amendments allowing. se- 
cret meetings to stand. Ex-Ald. 
Boyle took strong ground against it 
and the other members agreed that 
a dangerous precedent would be 
established, But the motives of 
those who sought the granting of 
this privilege to the council are 
easy to understand, It quite fre- 
quently happens that matters have 
to be discussed, which it is inadvi- 
sable to consider iii open meeting, 
information being divulged by so 
doing which it is to the detriment 
of the city to have made public 
property. It is said that the repre- 
sentatives of the press and others 
can be trusted, but this is not al- 
ways the case. ‘The only way to 
get out of the difficulty at present 
is to hold an informal conference 
hehind closed doors and have the 
formal ratification of the decision 
there reached made later, This is 
not a very dignified or satisfactory 
proceeding and must give rise at 
times to serious complications. 
But the council must necessarily 
resort to it at times. 

Congratulations are due the 
principal of Alberta College on the 
honor recently. conferred upon him 
by the Senate of Victoria Univer- 
sity, ‘Ioronto, by virtue of which 
he will henceforth be known as 
Rev. Dr, Riddell) He is accomp- 
lishing a great work in the west, a 
fact to which too wide recognition 
cannot be given. ‘he new doctor 
of divinity graduated from Vic- 
toria, with high honors, no further 
back than 1800. It is seldom that 
so recent a graduate. is granted so 
coveted a distinction, 

‘Nhe probability was pointed out 
in the Saturday News last week 
that a great deal more money 
would be voted for relief purposes 
in San Francisco than the authori- 
ties would know what to do with. 
This has proven the case and 
neither the contribution made by 
the Dominion nor that voted by 
Edmonton will be applied, noti- 
fication having been sent that the 
generous offers cannot be accepted. 
In some quarters there has ben a 


disposition to criticise the Ameri- 
can government for its action in 
thus refusing aid from outside the 
union. But one offer could not 
very well be accepted and another 
one refnsed, while if all were taken 
advantage of, it would be impos- 
sible to devote any more thana 
mere fraction of the funds to the 
purpose intended, There is every 
indication, however, that the broth- 
erly spirit manifested by these 
grants has been fully appreciated. 

It is again reported, for about 
the ld1st time, that Hon. Charles 
Fitzpatrick is to go to the Supreme 
Court and that Hon. Mr, Ayles- 
worth will become Minister of 
Justice, Sir Henri Taschereau has 
actually resigned tne Chief Justice- 
ship, so the rumor may have some 
foundation. Mr, Fitzpatrick is an 
able man but has never inspired a 
great degree of confidence. Mere 
cleverness is often a disadvantage 
in politics. In this case it has 
resulted in a general assuniption 
that Mr. Fitzpatrick is one of Sir 
Wilfrid’s ‘‘wicked partners.”’ 

The C, P, R. is losing no time in 
getting into Edmonton. Running 
rights have been obtained over the 
I. VY. & P. and work has already 
been commended. on a spur line 
along block 10 to Jasper Avenue, 
A freight shed at the corner of 
Tenth street and Jasper will be 
doing business in a few weeks. The 
passenger station will in course of 
time be also located at that point, 
The company has also acquired the 
property between 10th and 11th 
from Mackenzie avenue down and 
is asking permission to construct 
two tracks across that street and 
also to have .Peace and Athabasca 
avenues closed where these cross 
the railway property. The propo- 
sition has been left to a committee 
to decide upon, It is one which 
shoul not be rashly accepted It 
will be found with the growth of 
the city that all existing avenues 
of communication in the central 
sections will. be needed and it 
would be a very great mistake to 
enter into an agreement by which 
these streets may be closed for all 
time. ‘They are not necessary just 
at present, but the time is not far 
off when they will be. © édmonton 
should profit from the experience 
which Calgary is now having with 
this corporation. 

The sudden switching of the 
council around in favor of the 
Lorimer automatic telephone sys- 
tem is a strange move. At first 
everyone was enthusiastic over the 
Strowger, which civic delegates 
saw in operation in American 
cities and which has certainly been 
placed on a better commercial basis 
than that which it is now proposed 
to adopt. The expert employed by 
the council, Mr. Kelsch, however, 
reported Against the adoption of a 
automatic system at the present 
stage of its development. = Mr. 
Keely, the city engineer, agrees 
with Mr, Kelsch, 

What was the use of asking their 
opinions if they were to be shown 
no consideration? ‘This constant 
changing of plans does not beget 
confidence. ‘Ihe wisest course, in 


view of the medley of conflicting 
views, appears to. The Saturday 
News to be that proposed by Com- 
missioner Kinnaird, by which no 
large present expenditure is under- 
taken, while at the same time the 
system at present in existence can 
be made to give much better ser- 
vice. In this way, we shall suffer 
no great temporary inconvenience 
and at the same time hold ourselves 
open to take advantage of the 
changes which the next few years 
are certain to see in telephonic 
mechanism, Just at present, it is 
evident from the testimony given, 
the telephone business. is going 
through a transition period, 
The same day that the estimates, 
containing an item providing $25,- 
for preliminary work on a 
government telephoneservice, were 
brought. down, Attorney - General 
Cross introduced a municipal tele- 
phone act, which gives complete 
powers to the municipalities to 
establish plants and connect with 
provincial lines, The government 
is evidently determined on a most 
progressive policy and the experi- 


ment, which it proposes to conduct, 


is one which will be watched with 
interest the continent over. It 
enters upon it ‘with: the people of 
the province practically unanimous 
as to the wisdom of the step.

A very nasty scandal has devel- 
oped in connection with the pro- 
posed purchase of a site for the 
Normal School. On Saturday a 
meeting of the school board was 
called at which Hon, Mr, Cushing 
nade a proposition to the members 
to secure block 18, section 16. His 
proposition on behalf of the govern- 
nent was a surprise, other localities 
having been deemed more likely to 
be selected, The meeting adjourned 
from four to seven in order that the 
trustees might have an opportunity 
to consider the matter. In the 
meanwhile certain parties bought 
all the lots they could secure in the 
vicinity of the proposed site. ‘The 
ownership of several more changed 
hands immediately after the evening 
session was over and the Bor+d had 
entered into an agreement with Mr 
Cushing. How the information 
that was turned to so good account 
leaked out is what everybody is 
now asking. While it is doubtful 
if the action of the trustees who 
either gave it: away or turned it to 
their own uses can be attacked on 
legal grounds, but they cannot 
complain if the public in the future 
declines to repose any confidence in 
them, ‘There is no excuse, under 
any circumstances, for using infor. 
mation, obtained as a servant of the 
public, for private gain,

Here and There 


There is nothing so sweet as the 
consciousness that you exert an 
influence, even if it be in a very 
small way, In one of his first 
contributions to The Saturday 
News, the Lounger took occasion

After gazing for many weeks on 
the agonized faces of those who 
are not fortunate enough to possess 
boxes, a$ they wait for long hours 
for the wickets to open, I feel that 
I have not lived in vain if I have 
really been the means of making 
their lot, an easier one. The eastern 
city papers have had much: to tell 
us of the woes of the strap-hangers 
and in an endeavor to help them 
out the street car companies have 
year in and year out been threatened 
with all sorts of penalties. But if 
anyone wants to see the longest- 
suffering public in existence, he 
should visit the Edmonton postoffice 
onaSaturday night. It took me back 
last week to my football - playing 
days. I seldom had a harder line 
to buck than that which T had to 
get through to reach my box. 


The Council last Friday night 
decided to give the Lorimer Auto- 
matic Company a chance to put in 
the new civic telephone system, It 
is a Canadian company, and while 
we don’t want to load the city up 
with a poor system from patriotic 
considerations, yet there is a good 
deal of satisfaction to be taken out 
of the fact. that the invetitions 
which it is proposed to apply were 
the work of Canadian brains. 
There is quite a story in connection 
with the Lorimer system, It was 
brought to perfection by a young 
man of genius of that name, He 
applied himself most arduously to 
the work for several years. When 
success had just been attained, it 
was found that he was suffering 
from tubercular trouble, and just 
when everything was turning out 
as he hoped it would, he died. 
‘his was in the city of Brantford, 
Ontario, prominent business men 
of which backed young Lorimer 
and are still backing his inventions, 
Brantford’s claim to being known 
as the Telephone City ‘is thus 
further strengthened. Here it was 
that Professor Graham Bell first 
brought the telephone to perfection, 
a fact which he made clear at a 
banquet tendered him by the citi- 
zens only a few weeks ago. ‘The 
house on the heights to the south 
of the city, where he worked out 
his device and from which he first 
spoke into Brantford over a tele- 
graph line, is to be preserved as a 
memorial, the ground about it being 
turned into a park, It'is a very 
remarkable fact that in this same 
city another invention should have 
been made which promises to re- 
volutionize the great industry that 
has grown tp as a result of Prof. 
Bell’s activity. 


Strathcona had a strange ex- 
perience last week. A young man 
from Ontario had been engaged as 
mathematical master for the schools 
of the town, He arrived on Sunday 
night from the east. He visited 
the schools on Monday, conferred 
with Principal Jenkins about the 
work and arranged to begin his 
duties on Tuesday morning. It 
appeared, however, that he was 
displeased or disappointed in some 
way with the prospect and instead 
of going to school he paid his hotel 
bill and left by train for the south, 
leaving no message for anybody. 
All day Principal Jenkins and the 


trustee board wondered what had 
become of their man, Enquiry at 
the hotel revealed all the facts 
known and the board is under the 
necessity of engaging a successor 
for him, It is lucky to have got 
rid of him so easily.

Notes of the Month. 


BY A LOCAL NATURALIST, 


May at last, and Nature can now fairly 
claim a full emancipation from the fetters 
of King Winter, but if we would realise 
to the full the great changes that are 
taking place in this, the merry month of 
the year, let us leave the town behind 
and spend a short hour in the country. 

Out in the country the trees are already 
hanging ont their green banners of wel- 
come to the spring and not a few flowers 
are to be found on the sunny sides of the 
banks, while down by the creek the 
golden petals of the Marsh Marigold 
shine resplendent amongst their ll 
sombre surroundings of dead leaves, 

The woods and fields are full of life and 
sound, the scamper of the rabhit in the 
brush, the chatter of the chip munk or 
squirrel from the fence rail, and above all 
the tuneful melody of the birds “singing 
their love song to the morn,'’ and though 
we may prefer the fluting of the Robin to 
the more humble efforts of the Crow 
croaking his praises from the spruce top, 
each is equally cloquent in its ofn way of 
this the sweetest season of the year. 

The summer birds, with but few ex- 
ceptions, are here, and quite a few are 
well ahead with their domestic arrange- 
ments. The snipe, for instance, after a 


short but clamorouscourtship, have already 
deposited their four pear-shaped eggs in 
the first convenient hollow tn the dead 
grass by the slough side, The Mallard 
and ‘Teal have also followed suit, the 
former often nesting quite a distance from 
the vicinity of water, 

Down by the river the Belted or Ameri- 
can Kingfisher is darting to and fro from 
the creek mouths in the double pursuit of 
minnows and a convenient hole in the 
bank to build the nest of fish bones. in 
which to lay their almost equally fragile 
eggs. It is next to an impossibility to 
obtain the nest and eggs of either the 
American or Kuropean species of this 
bird intact, and it was many years before 
even the British Museum could boast a 
complete specimen, 

‘The Sandpiper flits along the surface of 
the stream, alighting every now and then 
to feed on the many aquatic insects the 
action of the water has left on the sand 
shores and shallows of the bars, This fs 
the smallest as well as the most widely 
distributed species of the wading birds .. 
snipe, as they are called in Western 
Canada, and their plaintive whistle, ac- 
companied by that Tericin y and bobbing 
of the body so characteristic of the family 
Scolopacidie, inay be heard at any time 
of the day by those taking their walks in 
the neighborhood of the river. They 
take but scant attempt at nest building, 
aataeaey thelr eggs, ustally four in 
number, in some slight hollow on the 
river bank, and. though it is generally 
quite innocent of cover in the way of 
herbage and often placed on the bare 
sand of some high bar, still there is no 
bird I know of that resents intrusion 
more, They will forsake eggs and nest 
often on the very slightest provocation, 
The young, like all the waders, can run 
as soon as they leave the shell, and it is 
ludicrous indeed when coming upon a 
family of young sandpipers just hatched 
out, some of the mites still having a half 
egy-shell clinging to their back, to watch 
the wild scamper for concealment across 
some muddy bar. Every now and then 


onie will topple over and lie struggling on 

its back in the mud, the little legs thie 

while waving frantically heavenward,

But such incidents should serve to 
keep us from making other mis- 
takes in the future. Just at pres- 
ent the C. P. R. is trying to work 
up an agitation against the Great 
Northern invasion on patriotic 
grounds. Its action in trying to 
throw back the progress of the 
country through which the two 
other Canadian lines run show 
how far patriotism goes in dictat- 
ing its policy. Itisa purely self- 
ish corporation, out simply to get 
all that it can out of the country. 
No one can blame it for having 
that object constantly in view but 
we have a right to object when it 
represents itself as entitled to bet- 
ter consideration than we give 
other organizations of its kind.

His unfinished work will 
therefore not be altogether lost to 
the world.

Men 
were shot down everywhere on the 
slightest provocation. Even the 
serioustiess of the situation that 
the authorities had to face did not 
in any way justify stich action. 
General Funston promises to come 
iiito as much notoriety as he did 
when he allowed himself to be cap- 
tured by Aguinaldo and then turn- 
ed around and captured the rebel 
leader. 


Charles E. Htughés, the New 
York lawyer whose work in prob- 
ing the insurance scatdals made 
him one of the outstanding figures 
in the life of the continent last 
year, tnade a speech at a recent 
gathering in the Ammericati me- 
tropolis, which has attracted the 
attention that it deserves, In a 
new country like our own where 


material objects are being pursued 
by the majority to the exclusion of 
most other things, his words. have 
special applicability. One poig- 
nant paragraph we desire to repro- 


duce : 

“I want also to observe’’ said Mr. 
Hughes that it seems to me that the 
Armstrong insurance investigation has 
given to the ordinary man, the man in 
the street, a truer sense of value. A great 
deal has been worthily said on the com- 

aratively few advantages of great wealth, 
fat the truth is that few, except the 
very rich, appreciate the justice of the 
argument. But of lateI think that the 
man who is earning his bread. by honest 
toil, the man who has amassed a modest 
competency by fair means, the man who 
has gained his snccess, whether it be 
great or small, invany field, without do- 
ing violence to his conscience, and who 
has nothing to fear from an examination 
of his record, walks with a new sense of 
dignity. There is less envy of those who 


have profited by devious ways. The un- 
certainty of the rewards of dishonor 
stand out in very bold relief. We have 


seen the insurance president of the rela- 
tively small company striving to, hold to 
his ideas when crowded by his” great ri- 
vals, and by their conspicuous success, 
whose example perhaps has been con- 
stantly paraded before him—we. have 
seen him emerge a man from among the 
weak, and he who but a short time ago 
was lost sight of because of his narrow 
sphere now appears to be a conspicuous 
success.’?

From the Press Gallery. 


The hope ‘that the legislature would 
prorogue this week was not justified, 
though the end of next week should see 
the finish. The members have had a 
longer and much more arduous period of 
service than will fall to their lot in future 
sessions, A ‘great deal of foundation 
work has had to be done, and they have 
applied themselves to it very assiduousl 
on the whole, Saturday was last wee 
the same as any other day and there were 
no Sunday trips to the members’ homes. 


The estimates were brought down on 
Wednesday. The details are of not a 
little interest. The expense of civil gov- 
ernment is placed at $127,806.67. Kach 
of the cabinet ministers. is to reccive 
$5000. This is $1000 in advance 
of the amount received in Ontario and 
$2000 less than that which the members 
of the administration at Ottawa are paid. 
The Premier receives $1000 in addition. 
The Lieutenant-Governor's secretary's re- 
muneration is fixed at $1200, the govern- 
ment printer’s at the same amount and 
the provincial auditor's at $2400. The 
deputies are paid as follows— deputy at- 
torney-general, $3000; deputy provincial 
secretary, $1500; deputy treasurer, who 
is also Clerk of the Executive Council, 
$2400 ; Deputy Minister of Public Works, 
$2500; Deputy Minister of Education, 
$2200; Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
$2200. The most expensive department 
is that of Public Works to which $34,600 
is BRErOpHp tee: 

Th 
sum of 826,000 is to be voted for the pay- 
ment of members. This is to include 
travelling expenses. The Speaker's ses- 
sional allowance is $1500 and the deputy’s 
kath the clerk's 8500, and the pages $75 
each, 

The .cost of the administration of jus- 
tice is calculated at $221,200. 

The amount to be voted for public 
works is $996,000, Of this $140,000 will 
be for the parliament buildings at Ed- 
monton and $85,000 for the normal school 
at Calgary. Roads and bridges will take 
@500,000, so thatan extensine programme 
has evidently been decided upon, The 
present cost of maintaining legislative 
and departmental buildings is $20,000, so 
that it is evidently wise on the govern- 
ment’s part to rush the construction of a 
permanent place of abode. Government 
House costs 85000.to maintain, An item 
which attracted more than ordinary 
attentlon was that providing for the 
expenditure of 825,000 in the preliminary 
construction of provincial'telephones, It 
was evidently the forerunner of anan- 
nouncement of far reaching importance. 
The sum of $15,000 is appropriated for 
the purchase of sites for jails and asylums 
and the site for a court house at Wetas- 
kiwin, Safe 

The cost of educatiou is $200,000 and 
the money to be spent on agriculture and 
statistics, $316,050. This last sum is 
scattered over a wide variety of objects, 
having in view the development of the 

rovince’s agricultural resources. The 
Western Canada Immigration Association 
gets $2500, ‘The amount to be Voted for 
hospitals, charities and public health is 
$33,500. A grant of $1200 is made to the 
Provincial Rifle Association, this amount 
to include 81000 towards defraying ex- 
penses to Ottawa. : , 

It is expected that these estimates will 
not take long in getting through the 
House. — 

Several most important steps were 
taken during the past week. The pale 
ier’s Dill to tax the railways of the 
province on their roadbed was one of 
these. Each company is required to fur- 
nish a statement of the value of its road- 
bed by® July Ist. Assessors may be 
approached fater by the government, but 
in the meanwhile the value of all road- 
beds is placed at 820,000 a mile. The 
rate is to be one per cent, ‘There are 
estimated to be miles of roadbed in 
the province, not exempted. This will 
yield an additional revenue of $100,000, 
no stall sum. 


Frank Walker, M.P.P. for Victoria, 
hias shown the Government another way 
in which the public revenues can, be 
added to at the expense of a corporation. 
Me Western Catiada Land Co, recently 
issued a prospectus stating that it had 
acquired 600,000 acres of Jand in the 
Edmonton district from the C.P.R. The 
company is paying the C.P.R. $5.00 an 
acte atid estimates that it can sell the 
lands at from $6.50 to as high as 816 an 
acre, Mr. Walker states that he believes 
that this estimate is too conservative and 
that larger profits will be realized than 
was anticipated, If the lands could be 
subject to taxation, the tax on them it 
the local improvement districts would be 
$16,000, while the school taxes would 
come to $18,000. The Premier intimated

that in his opinion there was no doubt 
about the liability of the company and 
informed the House that the local authori- 
ties would be immediately notified. 


The beet sugar bill provides very lib- 
eral encouragement for that industry, so 
liberal that it will usdoubtedly give rise 
to a good deal of ‘dissatisfaction on the 
part of those who are opposed to patern- 
alism in industry.

For 
the first two vears any manufacturer who 
produces a standard grade of refined 
sugar will receive a bonus of one-half 
cent a pound, and for the following three 
one-quarter of a cent. The farmer is

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Alcohol and Ra ilway 
Accidents in Germany 


The grave and pernicious consequences 
of the custom, which so generally pre- 
vails in Germany, of a free indulgence in 
alcoholic drinks, and the measures which 
are gradually being resorted to to eradi- 
cate the evil, are discussed in an article 
in the ‘‘ Deutsche Monatsschrift.’’ The 
consciousness is gaining ground in every 
class of society that decisive measures 
must be taken to at least moderate an 
evil which is a hindrance to the develop- 
ment of the German people, economi- 
cally, physically, and Hpeneenn 

The article is devoted especially to the 
phase of the question regarding the em- 
ployees of railroads and other forms of 
transportation, where it is a matter of 
vital importance to thousands daily that 
the official’s power to think clearly and 
act with prudence and decision in mom- 
ents of danger be not impaired by drink. 

The greatest imaginable technical 
development, the most complete mecha- 
nical devices will hardly succeed in 
eliminating human fallibitity in their 
application. 

The constantly growing demands ah 
transit service, in particular, for safety 
and speed call rather, indeed, for an 
increasingly higher efficiency of the 
personnel, not only as regards prudence, 

udgment, decision, and clearsightedness 
but a sense of duty, all which qualities 
are, it has been proved, vitiated by 
nothing so readily and to such a degree 
as by indulgence in alcoholic drinks. 
The chief danger, moreover, consists not 
so much in excessive drink resulting in 
drunkenness, which is easily recognized, 
as in the more moderate but habitual use 
of liquor, which is harder to control, and 
the after-effects of heavy drinking. 
Scientific investigation has established 
the fact that even a moderate use of 
alcoholic beverages impairs the acuteness 
of sight and hearing, including the power 
of distin guishing color. Most of the 
violations of discipline and duty in the 
German transportation service are due to 
indulgence in drink, besides leading to 
misery and wantin the home. Railway 
employees are, by the nature of their 
occupation, more exposed to temptations 
to drink than other classes of men, 
among them being the numerous restaur- 
ants in the vicinity of stations, while in 
north and central Germany these are, 
besides, connected with the depots. 


* It is the United States which has, thus 


far, taken the most advanced measures to 
fight the liquor abuse, declares the 
writer of this article. The great railway 
lines have for some time demanded total 
abstinence of their employees, on 
oroff duty, or have least favored the 
abstainers, This siovement is greatly 
aided by a diffusion of knowledge, far 
more general ‘than in other countries, 
regarding the noxious effects of the 
liquor habit and the great advantages of 
total abstinence. Next to the United 
States, England has made the greatest 
strides in combating the evil in the rail- 
way personnel. A notably successful 
feature is the Temperance Union of the 
emyloyces, numbering 23,000, whose aim 
itis to spread total abstinence in the 
railway service. As to Germany, the 
article says: 

Justly recognising that it is possible to 
achieve a coimprelensive restriction of 
the use of alcohol by the proper prohibi- 
tive regulations only in case of the ex- 
istence of the indispensable premises, the 
German railway management has con- 
fined itself mainly to preventive measures 
improvement in dwellings, in transient 
stopping places, care for suitable diet, 
good water, and refreshments free from 
alcohol,—all these to draw the personnel 
from the temptation and the need of 
drink, The Prussian Government, owing 
to the recent serious accidents, has issuec 
an order prohibiting all railway em- 
ployees from taking any beverage con- 
taining alcohol while on duty. 

The writer spenks of an association of 
Gerinait railroad officials, started by fim 
four years ago, whiose oe it is to en- 
lighten the public regarding the worth- 
lessness of alcoholic dritks ag a tonic and 
how they may be dispensed with as a 
meats of refreshinent. ‘This society has 
been most encouragingly successful in its 


efforts.

Weekly Market Letter 


Edmonton, Alta, 
May 3rd, 1906. 

WHEAT. — A slightly lower 
range of values has ruled in the 
wheat market during the past 
week. Seeding in the Spring wheat 
districts has been completed under 
favorable conditions and the winter 
wheat crop has made good progress. 
There has been plenty of moisture 
in the winter and spring wheat sec- 
tions of the United States but there 
has been but very little in the 
Canadian northwest and while no 
harm has been done this far, still 
a few good rains would be very 
acceptable to Canadian farmers. 
The American shipments were 
heavy, 10,044,000 bushels against 
9,338,000 bushels last year. 

Of this amount the United States 
and Canada contributed 2,272,000 
bushels compared with 1,484,000 
bushels last year. A_ strike of 
Longshoremen at anumber of ports 
on the Great Lakes has restricted 
the movement of grain on the lakes 
and is one of the influences respon- 
sible for the lower range of values. 
While the present brilliant crop 
prospects are maintained we are 
likely to have a quiet and steady 
market but any unfavorable devel- 
opments in weather conditions 
would result in a quick advance in 
prices. We have had a_ good 
trading market for the past six 
weeks and those who have bought 
wheat on the breaks have realized 
good profits. We still advise the 
purchase of July wheat on the 
declines that occur from time to 
time and believe such purchases 
will show fair profits.

Looking back through the mist 
of years the figures that stand out 
on the horizon of early manhood 
loom up large, larger possibly than 
if submitted to the perspective and 
coniparison of more mature years, 
The retrospective has its advant- 
ages. The scrub of human _petti- 
ness only casts a faint shadow, the 
harsh outlines of character are 
softened by distance and the moun- 
tains in the range of memory stand 
out clear and distinct snow-covered 
it may be but bathed in the haze 
and warmth of the sunshine of 
kindly recollection. 

Whether it is that the strong and 
virile press forward in the van- 
guard of civilization or that  primi- 
tive conditions develop individual- 
ism and strength of character need 
not be discussed, In the tide of 
commercialism in the Canadian 
West, in the flood of levelling de- 
mocracy iiidividualism and_person- 
ality are oftentimes swept aside or 
submerged in the froth and spray 
of the torrent of advancement. 


X Inthe beginning of things com- 
munal, in the establishment of 
recognized government, in the evo- 
lution from the paternalism of the 
Hudson Bay Company, personality 
was a striking factor in the life of 
Edmonton and conspicuous among 
the dominant figures of the new 
order was Mr. Thomas Anderson, 
Crown timber agent, the leading 
officer of the Canadian Government 
in the beginning on the North 
Saskatchewan. 

Those who know him now and 
recognize the forcefulness of his 
temperament, his stubborn Saxon 
tenacity of purpose, the unselfish, 
unwavering sense of duty, the tire- 
less energy that even yet.in the 
fulness of years distinguishes the 
strong, active and: athletic gentle- 
man whose strenuous personality is 
yet an influence in Northern Al- 
berta’s life can to some extent un- 
derstand the effect of such an 
official presence in a district which 
had not yet found itself under the 
new order, 


A striking personality, indeed |! 

“Timber Tom |! Eh? O ! Tim- 
ber Tom, | He strike at the drop of 
the hat’’ said a representative half- 
breed from St. Albert one day ‘'T 
only tell him that the Government 
was one big liar about my timber 
due and-——’’ he gazed sorrowfully 
from under the blue-black swell- 
ings surrounding the limpid optics,

readily grasp the new conditions. 

The French half-breed rebelled 
on two occasions against then for 
there was frequently too much 
shilly - shallying in the teaching, 
Timber ‘Tom, as the Crown timber 
agent at Edmonton in the nick- 
naming habit of the west was not 
disrespectively known, taught the 
lesson of the invincibility of consti- 
tutional authority under the Brit- 


if not the first civil representative 
of law and order under the Domin- 
ion Government, was waited upon 
by a deputation from Edmonton 
and the out-lying settlements to in- 
form him as a new-comer, a tender- 
foot, as to the manner in which 
the peaple desired him to conduct 
his office. 

Various and original were the 
suggestions and instructions given 
by the delegates and received by 
Mr. Anderson standing in the 
quadrangle formed by the build- 
ings of the old Hudson Bay fort. 
More and more aggressive did the 
various speakers become, deceived 
by the quiet attention paid by the 
officer addressed, until one of: the 
deputation with an insolent drawl 
in his voice remarked ; 

‘‘And see here, if this is not 
done, we'll throw: you out of the 
country and do business with the 
Government at Ottawa direct and 
as we think best,” 

The Crown timber agent rose 
quietly to an athletic height of /six 
feet two, replaced his lead pencil 
in his pocket, closed his official 
note book, buttoned his coat de- 


liberately and stood before the | °° 


deputation the embodiment of vir- 
ile, middle - aged manhood, the 
whilom champion oarsman of the 
St. Lawrence River, 

‘‘Now, gentlemen’ — said 
quietly, the fighting instincts of 
the Englishman of the North 
Country shown in his flashing eyes 
and nervous fingers ‘the dis- 
cussion has become personal as 
well as official, I will now receive 
this deputation one by one or in 
twos and settle the personal side of 
the question without any further 
parley.’’

Bill Cust, the prosperous farmer 
of Big Lake, could not have been 
very readily distinguished from the 
tenant farmer of the south west 
of Treland, whose Celtic ancestors 
had occupied the land for centuries 
even if Mr. Cust’s Irish brogue 
was tinctured with the vernacular 
of the mining camps of British 
Columbia. 

It was not difficult to trace in 
the deep, unobtrusive and, often-

One day last “week, instead of 
following the usual route to the 
golf links, the writer of this article 
‘and a companion struck off on a 
new, trail, down by the old Ed- 
monton Hotel, then on by a round- 
about way to our destination.

instantaneous, and the little one gave 
three additional concerts, starring” the 
Canadian Provinces a few years slater 
with her sisterand reaping laurels where- 
soever slic went, / 

In 1864 the Lajeunesse family settled 
in Albany, New York, where Madame 
Albani entered the choir of St. Joseph's 
Roman Catholic Cathedral, singing there

Madame Albani's first master, after 
she left these shores for Europe, was 
Duprez, the celebrated Trench — tenor, 
Subsequently she completed her musicat
